Americans across the nation found ways Saturday to 
show their support of U.S. policy on Viet Nam—the ways 
ranging from an "Operation Fruitcake" in Richmond, Va., 
to a mass march down New York City's Fifth Avenue. 


Through demonstrations, gift 
collection 
campaigns, 
letters, 
and blood donor drives, young 
and old citizens came forward 
to express support for American 
troops in Viet Nam and approve 
their presence there. 


The Fifth Avenue parade, like 
most of the other expressions of 
support of President Johnson's 
Viet Nam policy, came about as 
an answer to recent draft card 
burnings and other demonstra 
tions against U.S. involvement 
in Viet Nam. 


Ten

against American Involvement 
on Oct. 16. An estimated 25,000 
paraded under sunny skies Sat

Wounded In Korean War 
Keeps Promise To God 


By GEORGE ESPER 
DA NANG, South Viet Nam 
(AP) — Walt Hiskett made a 
promise to God, and he kept it 
Hiskett. a native of Chicago, 
was wounded in the Korean War 
during the battle of the Chosin 
Reservoir in November 1950. He 
asked God to spare his life, and 
promised to serve the Lord in 
any way he could. 


Hiskett was 20 years old then 
and a Marine sergeant. Today, j 
he is a Navy lieutenant serving j 
with 
the Marine 
Corps as a 
chaplain in the s a m e battalion 
he served with during the Ko-i 
rean War as a squad leader — j 
the 2nd Battalion. 7th Marines. 


Hiskett. 35, spent three years 
as a construction worker in Chi-, 
cago to save enough money to 
finance him through Wittenberg 
University in Springfield, Ohio. 


From Wittenberg, he went on 
to the Chicago Lutheran Semi- 
nary where he received a bach- 
elor of divinity degree in May 
1961. He served 
as 
assistant 
pastor of the Gdgebrook Luther- 
an Church in the northwest sec- 
tion of Chicago until September 
1962, when he came on active 
duty. 


After serving as chaplain at 
the Naval Air 
Station, North 
Island, San Diego, Calif., and 
the U.S. Naval Training Center 
at San Diego, he volunteered for 
service in Viet Nam. He arrived 
in this cuntry last July 7. 


His wife, Marilynn, and two 
children, Gregory, 2, and David, 
2M>, an adopted child, reside in 
San Diego. 


He lives in a tent in a valley 
about 15 miles southwest of Qui 
Nhon, and frequently goes up 
into the hills, where the Marines 
have their defensive perimeters, 
to visit the front-line men. 


"In serving with the Marines, 
I feel it's some kind of a small 
token of repayment for the bless 
ing that I received at the reser 
voir." he said. 


"Our company was surround- 
ed at Chosin Reservoir for six 
days. I got wounded on the first 
day. We thought the wounded 
would be evacuated. One heli- 
copter came to evacuate us, but 
it was under sniper fire and had 
to take off before they could get 
any wounded to the chopper. 


"On the third day, I was get- 
ting in bad shape with pain and 
I went back to the aid tent. That 
night 
the 
Chinese 
attacked 
again. We received word that 
the Chinese broke through the 
3rd platoon and they were on 
their way toward the aid tent. 


"At that time, the weapons 
platoon 
commander 
also had 
been wounded and was in the 
tent and said, 'When they come 
in here, just look them in the 
eye and show them 
you are 
Marines.' And then he said, 'All 
you men that are Catholic, you 
know your Rosary. Start saying 
it. The rest of you just start 
praying.' The first thing that 
c a m e to my mind was a com- 
bination of the Lord's Prayer 
and the 23rd Psalm, 'The Lord 
is 
my shepherd, 
I 
shall not 
want.' 


" I also made special petitions 
for my life. I asked God to save 
m e and keep m e 
from being 
killed and to help the Marines 
push back the enemy. 


"On the sixth day, one of the 
companies broke through to us 
from the forward elements. The 
next day we moved down south 
to Hagaru where I was evacu- 
ated to the hospital in Yokusa- 
ka, Japan." 


Hiskett said he feels serving 
with the Marines " h a s probably 
been the most rewarding minis- 
try I've had since I've been or- 


dained." 


As for the power of prayer, 
Hiskett said: 


"I believe in it very strongly. 
I believe prayer can have an 
effect on one's life and that God 
does listen to prayer and will 
answer our prayers if it's His 
will rather than ours. I feel God 
used this experience to call me 
into the ministry."

Southeast Asian Stand On U.S. 
In Viet Not Always Critical

KUALA LUMPUR, Malaysia' 
(AP) — The storm over Ameri- 
can 
military 
involvement in 
South Viet Nam isn't blowing 
just one way in Southeast Asia, i 
Along with gusts of criticism 
against the United States, there 
is a current of "Yankee, stay" 
sentiment. 


Wellsprings 
of support for 
American policy are Thailand, 


the Philippines, Malaysia and' 
Laos, whose governments and! 
people feel their future is closc-! 
ly linked with the fate of South 
Viet Nam. 


One Malaysian observer cau- 
tions: "If Viet Nam goes Com- 
munist, for us there may be no 
tomorrow." 
| 


The most strident opposition! 
to U. S. involvement has come 
from Indonesia and Cambodia,; 


which have bonds with Commu- 
nist China and North Viet Nam. 


Indonesian President Sukarno 
has condemned what he calls 
American 
"intervention 
and 
aggression" in South Viet Nam. 
It remains to be seen whether 
the recent crisis in Jakarta, 
with the solidifying of army 
power there, will mute Indone- 
sia's anti-U.S. outcry. 


Little change, if any, can be 


expected In the attitude of Cam-! 
bodia. Its chief of state. Prince 
Norodom Sihanouk, sees China 
as the eventual victor. 


Sihanouk is both scornful and 
angry toward the United States 
and what he calls the "pretend- 
ed government" in Saigon. He 
broke relations with Washington 
last May after accusing U.S.- 
Vietnamese forces of intruding 
into 
Cambodian 
territory — 
where the Viet Cong ar? said to 
take refuge. 


Singapore, 
Southeast 
Asia's 
newest independent state, has 
taken a somewhat less than 
warm line toward the American 
effort in Viet Nam. Its premier,! 
Lee Kuan Yew, is pessimistic 
about U.S. ability to sweep back 
the Communist tide. He claims 
Americans know nothing about 
Southeast Asia — "that's why 


they are In a mess." 


But in the Philippines, Thai- 
land and Malaysia, official and 
popular opinion are running in 
favor of America's presence in 
South Viet Nam and its air 
strikes against the Red North 


The Thais, in fact, think the 
Americans could have moved in 
a bit earlier. 


The Thai air force has trained 
some 30 South Vietnamese pi- 
lots, and promises more of the 
same. Thai medical and devel- 
opment project teams are oper- 
ating 
in 
South 
Viet 
Nam. 
Similar aid is being supplied by 
the Philippines whose foreign 
secretary, Mauro Mendez, is 
known to feel that no action tak- 
en by the United States in Viet 
Nam could be too strong.

Jury System Attacked 


The acquittal of Collie Leroy Wil- 
kins Jr. on charges of slaying Mrs. Vi- 
ola Liuzzo in Alabama has to some ex- 
tent shaken many Americans' faith in 
. the jury system. This is not surpris- 
ing, for two separate juries have failed 
• to convict Wilkins after hearing ex- 
pert ballistics testimony and an eye 
. witness account of the crime. That, 
coupled with the recent acquittal of a 
man charged with manslaughter in the 
fatal shooting of a seminary student 
who also was a civil rights worker un- 
derstandably brings doubt as to the ef- 
fectiveness of trial by jury. 


The jury system, however, was not 
at fault. For all its imperfections, trial 


The Axe-Grinders 


One of democracy's problems is 
the danger that small but loud minor- 
ities may be able to wield influence out 
of all proportion to their size. It is a 
•danger to which public officials, es- 
pecially legislators, must always be 
alert. 


This is all the more true because 
the free expression of views is the very 
keystone of the democratic arch. It is 
vital that such expression not be curb- 
ed in any way. Officials must cherish 
and defend the practice, yet strive not 
to give a vocal minority's views—as 
expressed in an organized letter-writ- 
ing 
campaign, 
for 
example—more 
weight than they merit. 


Businesses also are subject to pres- 
sure of this kind. Corporations that 
support discussion of 
controversial 
ideas on television are sure to get a 
barrage of hostile mail. Corporate of- 
ficials must learn to assess such mail 
"on its merits. 


Happily, there is reason to think 


by 12 good men and true has on the 
whole worked rather well for a long 
time. 


What was at fault in the cases cit- 
ed. and in others of the kind, was the 
process of jury selection whereby one 
group of citizens has been systemati- 
cally excluded from service. Such ex- 
clusion makes a mockery of the con- 
cept that a man shall be tried by a 
jury of his peers. 


There is a danger that these ex- 
treme instances of how prejudice can 
mar justice will lead to general at- 
tacks on tin; jury system.

by only about 16,000 persons, not 
many more than wrote independently 
in favor of the programs. And a later 
poll showed favorable comment on 
the shows exceeding censure by more 
than ten to one. The conclusion, as is 
often the case when Congress gets a 
flood of mail, is that vocal, disciplined 
groups rarely provide a fair measure 
of what the public thinks.

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New Water Management Concept Arouses interest 


Quite a number of interested people 
visited three Morgan county 
farms 
last 
week to see something new in soil and 
water conservation: Water-trol 


Most visitors were impressed by what 
they saw. 


The system consists of structures as- 
sembled from eight basic pieces of glass- 
covered steel. The system was developed 
by the A. 0. Smith company of Arlington 
Heights, III., which earlier developed thej 
blue Harvestores—glass lined silos—that; 
now dot the countryside. 


The first photo shows a notched toe- 
wall that will protect the outlet of a fine 
waterway which drains 18 acres of 
land:

The company stresses the ease with 
which the units may be assembled and 
;put in place, terming it "one-trip installa- 
tion," with excavation, structure assembly, 
placement and back filling accomplished 
in one trip. This enables the use of expen-

cause is it used only a few hours. 


Zulauf said the list price of the struc- 


ture at the factory in Kankakee was $283, 
the freight was $9 and the estimated labor 
charge $24. Ernest Fluckey of Mt. Sterling, 
who used his front end loader and back 
digger to put in the structure, said the esti- 
mate tor labor was "just about right." 


This put the total cost of the structure 
jat $316. Hembrough said that the federal

Research Continued 
To Determine Value 
Of Cornstalk Silage 


Even after a highly efficient job of combining corn, 
fai.ners lose about 50 percent of the field's total energy 
value in the form of leaves, cobs and husks. 


Two years of University of 
Illinois tests 
indicate 
that one way to salvage that energy is by converting it 
nto cornstalk silage. The studies show that cornstalks, 
••oDerly ensiled and supplemented, can provide a major 
v t r f the roughage needed to winter dry cows and bred 
iters. 
In one study, stalks yielded 
Ijout 4 '<2 tons of forage 
an 
. ere. 
With water 
added, 
one 
acre 
of

provided 
more than nine tons of silage- 
sufficient forage for 365 cow- 
days. 


"Results were satisfactory for 
cows fed 30 pounds of the for- 
age and IV2 pounds of supple- 
ment 
daily, even 
though 
the 
cows lost an average of about 
30 pounds over a 133-day feed- 
ing period." explains U. of I. 
beef specialist W.W. Albert. 


Albert says such weight los- 
ses are not harmful for cows 
that are in medium flesh when 
going into the winter. He feels 
that cornstalk silage makes an 
excellent winter ration for dry

tified with vitamin A, dicalcium 
phosphate,

The sup- 
plement and preservatives add- 
led at ensiling boosted the crude 
protein value of the silage to 
about 11 percent.

Better Equipment Needed 
Albert says the biggest limita- 
tion to use of cornstalk silage 
is lack of a machine that will 
do a good job of shredding the 
stalks—preferably at the same 
time the corn is combined. Illi- 
nois animal scientists have talk- 
ed with three major machine 
manufacturers about designing 
a one-machine combine and for- 
age chopper.

When Danger Threatens

NEW YORK (AP) - Driving 
your car, you almost have a 
terrible accident. 


And almost 
instantly, 
your 
heart speeds up. 


Your heart of course couldn't 
"see" the threat. Neither could 
the glands inside you that spurt- 
ed out adrenalin to make your 
heart start thumping. 


Then how does such an aston- 
ishingly quick reaction 
come 
about? 
j 


The answer is fantastic. Fori 
at least eight separate events 
take place, in chain sequence, in 
perhaps three seconds or less. 


The atory is another example 
of the remarkable workings of 
the human body, plus new in- 
sights as to how vital hormones, i 
such as adrenalin, really do 
their jobs. It's also an example 


of basic medical research dig- 
ging 
ever 
deeper 
toward 
knowledge that might lead to 
new means of safeguarding hu- 
man health. 


As for those eight steps: 
1. Your eyes spot danger, and 
register images in your brain, 
so you slam on brakes, steer 
away, or just luckily escape col- 
lision. 


2. Your brain flashes nerve 
signals to your adrenal glands, 
sitting atop your kidneys, as 
well as to your heart and var- 
ious other organs. 


3. The nerve impulses stimu- 
late the adrenals to release 
some 
adrenalin—about 1,000 
times as much as when you're 
just 
resting—and 
stimulate 
nerve 
endings in the heart 
to release some 
noradrenalin. 
Adrenalin and nonadrenalin are 
the hormones that mobilize en- 


ergy to fight or run away. 


The hormones reach the 
muscle cells of your heart. 


5. But they don't act within 
these cells, and this is one new 
finding. Instead, they activate 
an enzyme, or chemical gover- 
nor, which appears to be located 
in the cell membrane or wall. 


6. This activated enzyme then 
brings about the release inside 
the cell of a special chemical, 
nicknamed cyclic amp. 


7. Cyclic amp then activates 
one or more enzymes 
inside 
heart muscle cells. 


8 And this enzyme — or en- 
zymes — actually does the job 
of making your heart speed up 
and work harder — all because 
of what your eyes saw an in- 
stant ago. 


Hormones are chemical mes- 
sengers playing powerful roles 
in maintaining health and nor- 
mal body functions. Different 
hormones are produced by the 
adrenals, the sex glands, the 
pituitary, and other 
glands. 
Each hormone affects only one 
or a few body organs or tissues. 


Now, from research at Van- 
derbilt University, it appears 


that 
hormones 
carry 
their 
"messages" 
only 
part 
way. 
Upon reaching their target or- 
gans, they turn over the job Of 
delivering the message to a kind 
of errand boy inside cells of the 
organ. And this errand boy & 
cyclic amp. 


This chemical can mimic or 
do the job of at least some hor- 
mones, the researchers find. 


These new studies of hormone 
action were described to the 
American Chemical Society re- 
cently by a team of Vanderbilt 
researchers, including Dr. Earl 
W. Sutherland, who first discov- 
ered amp; and Drs. R. W. 
Butcher and G. Alan Robison. 


Cyclic amp seems to mediate 
or control the action of a variety 
of hormones, they said.

NEW YORK (AP) - Driving 
your car, you almost have a 
terrible accident. 


And almost instantly, your 
heart speeds up. 


Your heart of course couldn't 
"see" the threat. Neither could 
the glands inside you that spurt- 
ed out adrenalin to make your 
heart start thumping. 


Then how does such an aston- 
ishingly quick reaction come 
about? 
; 


The answer is fantastic. For! 
at least eight separate events i 
take place, in chain sequence, in 
perhaps three seconds or less, i 
The ¿story is another example' 
of the remarkable workings of 
the human body, plus new in-! 
sights as to how vital hormones, j 
such as adrenalin, really do 
their jobs. It's also an example 


of basic medical research dig- 
ging 
ever 
deeper 
toward 
knowledge that might lead to 
new means of safeguarding hu- 
man health. 


As for those eight steps: 
1. Your eyes spot danger, and 
register images in your brain, 
so you slam on brakes, steer 
away, or just luckily escape col- 
lision. 


2. Your brain flashes nerve 
signals to your adrenal glance, 
sitting atop your kidneys, as 
well as to your heart and var- 
ious other organs. 


3. The nerve impulses stimu- 
late the adrenals to release 
some 
adrenalin—about 1,000 
times as much as when you're 
just 
resting—and 
stimulate 
nerve endings in the heart 
to release some noradrenalin. 
Adrenalin and nonadrenalin are 
the hormones that mobilize en- 


ergy to fight or run away. 


4. The hormones reach the 
muscle cells of your heart. 


5. But they don't act within 
these cells, and this is one new 
finding. Instead, they activate 
an enzyme, or chemical gover- 
nor, which appears to be located 
in the cell membrane or wall. 


6. This activated enzyme then 
brings about the release inside 
the cell of a special chemical.! 
nicknamed cyclic amp. 
! 


7. Cyclic amp then activates, 
one or more enzymes inside! 
heart muscle cells. 


8. And this enzyme — or en- 
zymes — actually does the job 
of making your heart speed up1 
and work harder — all because 
of what your eyes saw an in- 
stant ago. 


Hormones are chemical mes- 
sengers playing powerful roles 
in maintaining health and nor- 
mal body functions. Different 
hormones are produced by the 
adrenals, the sex glands, the 
pituitary, and other 
glands. 
Each hormone affects only one 
or a few body organs or tissues. 


Now, from research at Van- 
derbilt University, it appears 


that 
hormones 
carry 
their 
"messages" 
only part way. 
Upon reaching their target or- 
gans, they turn over the job of 
delivering the message to a kind 
of errand boy inside cells of the 
organ. And this errand boy is 
cyclic amp. 


This chemical can mimic or 
do the job of at least some hor- 
mones, the researchers find. 


These new studies of hormone 
action were described to the 
American Chemical Society re- 
cently by a team of Vanderbilt 
researchers, including Dr. Earl 
W. Sutherland, who first discov- 
ered amp; and Drs. R. W. 
Butcher and G. Alan Robison. 


Cyclic amp seems to mediate 
or control the action of a variety 
of hormones, they said.
